SAIGON (AP) - Viet Cong 
troops tried and failed again in 
a massive attack today to cap­ 
ture Loc Ninh, a district head­ 
quarters town they first struck 
last Sunday. U S. and South Vi­ 
etnamese soldiers, artillery and 
planes hurled them back. 
Field dispatches said 463 Com­ 
munists were killed in this 
fourth drive of the week on Loc 
Ninh, near the Cambodian fron­ 
tier 72 miles north of Saigon. 
If confirmed, the new casual­ 
ty figure would push the total 
enemy dead through the running 
battle in that sector to 832. 
Spokesmen reported the allied 
losses through the week totaled 
35 dead and 106 wounded. 
In the latest battle, the allies 
sent the Communists reeling 
with 
firepower including six 
105mm howitzers, Air Force 
tactical fighfcer-bombers, eight- 
engined B52 saturation bombers 
and twin engine C47s armed 
with rapid-firing Gatling guns. 
The fighter-bombers tut Com­ 
munist positions with 72 strikes 
while 
the 
C47s fired 
28.000 
rounds of ammunition. 
B52s 
flew their third strike in two 
days on the Communist posi­ 
tions. 
American troops suffered one 
dead and ll wounded in the lat­ 
est fighting. South Vietnamese 
casualties were put at five dead 
and IO wounded. Total allied 
casualties reported for the five- 
day battle are eight American 
dead and 32 wounded an 23 
South Vietnamese killed and 74 
wounded. 
Allied troops also reported 
capturing four prisoners of war 
Lorn the Viet Cong’s 273rd Reg­ 
iment and 24 weapons, including

In 1908 the city remodeled it 
into a Fire Department consist­ 
ing of two horse-drawn wagons, 
raising the ground floor to the 
second floor level and suspend­ 
ing it from three A frames. 
Chief Lewis said the roof re­ 
quires work once or twice a 
year and still leaks. The walls 
are cracked in two places from 
the foundation to the roof. The 
window frames, part of them 
the originals, are in deteriorat­ 
ing shape The plumbing is half 
inch galvanized pipe — “and in 
terrible condition.” 
Chief Lewis said, “ The pres­ 
ent building has outlived it’s 
usefulness as a fire station even 
if it was in the best of condi­ 
tion. This is because of tw o 
great changes in modem fire­ 
fighting methods: We no longer 
have two horse - drawn wagons 
and the characteristics of the 
building make it impossible for 
us to have more than two doors 
for vehicles and we need four.” 
All of these problems a n d 
many other minor ones not men­ 
tioned, add up to the “ fire de­ 
fenses” of a community and its 
citizens. Voters must recognize 
them for what they are.

WASHINGTON - Adam Clayton Powell, Har­ 
lem’s most prominoit ex patriate, is a great one 
for fishing in placid as well as troubled waters. 
Now, what that “ex tra” federal grand jury 
wants to know — or perhaps 
already knows — is: Did 
Powell heave to with Jimmy 
Hoffa’s buddies off the Miami 
Beach shores in gayer, mOTe 
carefree days. 
The Teamsters loved this 
man from Manhattan. And 
there were fishing trips in 
saucy boats diu'ing which 
Adam regaled some of the 
Brotherhood’s officials with 
evoi saucier tales. 
One such voyage got old Adam into deep wa­ 
ter. The Teamsters layed on three craft for 
him and part of his staff of ten. This was noth­ 
ing new. The Teamsters, especially the South­ 
ern Conference fellows, were always watering 
men and. as befits chaps of status, had “The 
Yellow Rose of Tex as” anchored off the fash­ 
ionable Castaways Motel on the gold coast. 
Its master. Teamsters seventh vice-president 
Murray (Dusty) Miller, Is a grand host and, 
tor a man from Dallas, a fairly accomplished 
seafaring man. The grand jury wanted to know 
from him whether his hospitality was ex tended 
to ex - (or is it) Congressman Powell whose 
powerful EducaticMi and Labor Committee posi­ 
tively controlled over 40 per cent of all social 
legislation handled by the U. S. Congress. 
Also, (rf greater interest to A. C. Powell, who 
testified for 65 minutes before an ordinary fed­ 
eral grand jury last Sept. 11, is the ex tra jury’s 
decision to learn who paid for the travel ex ­ 
pense of Powell and some of his staff between 
the PotcHnac and the beach. Fishing as a guest 
of the Teamsters is not ex actly official busi­ 
ness. 


FOR THE EXTRA JURY this has been no 
fishing ex pedition these past few weeks since it 
took over from,the more formal jury sitting 
since last June. It has the hard data collected 
by the House committee which originally inves­ 
tigated and later provided the evidence for the 
House’s ouster of Powell — who won’t make a 
move for his seat until he hears from several 
courts, including the big one. 
There is not only the matter of his wife’s 
government checks (which he cashed) but also 
his placing his maid-housekeeper on the Educa­ 
tion and Labor Committee payroll. 


Also, the matter of orders for the purchase 
of plane tickets in the name of staff members 
whose trips were charged to the House Com­ 
mittee CTedit cards. 
But what disturbs Powell’s friends most Is 
the task the ex tra grand jury took over frwn 
its older counterpart. 
Tbere are documents in the U.S. District 
Court dockets here which disclose that the ori­ 
ginal jury was probing possible violations of 
federal law |» *ohibiting bribery of public offi­ 
cials and witnesses, false w frauduloit claims 
against the government, imnroper use of public 
financial records, and willful concealment 
o t 
facts about false or fraudulent statements. 


THE OLDER GRAND JURY prepared the 
way (o t the newer one by looking into alleged 
dealings between the former House labor com­ 
mittee chairman and labor and business 
groups. This phase of the regular jury’s inquiry 
into Powell’s activities reportedly was based on 
confidential allegations involving possible briber- 
y. Die allegations or charges arose during an 
investigation by the Hwise of Representatives 
of Powell’s tenure as chairman of his commit­ 
tee. 
The allegaticms wwe dispatched to the Dept, 
of Justice last spring along witii public records 
of the Powell hearings and the charges made 
by the investigators whose probe led to Pow­ 
ell’s ex clusion from the House last March 1. 
'The House investigatcMrs passed the allegations 
on to the Justice Dent, as rumors Wause 
these were outside the House jurisdiction. 
The documents containing these allegations 
now are in the Justice Dept.’s confidential files. 
The Justice Dept, would not say who made 
these charges since the “matter now is in a 
grand jury proceeding.” Powell has been as 
elusive as a latter-day Scarlet Pimpernel. 
Those who have contacted him most recently 
say he is moody and no l<mger as flip as he 
was. His critics are prolifaating. Most labor 
leaders loath him because he was considered a 
“one-man road block” against legislation they 
considered vital. Most of his old professional 
staff now are all over the East in new activi­ 
ties and rarely see him. His old political ma­ 
chine is in the haix ls of others. Even his old 
relationship with House Speaker McCormack is 
stretched mighty thin. ’There are few to rally to 
the once swashbuckling Congressman. 
Bimini, it looks like he’s in trouble and migh­ 
ty alone.

Some crucial decisions face Wellsville voters 
in Tuesday's general election, ones which af­ 
fect their pocketbooks and the general wel­ 
fare of their city and their school district. 
They will ballot (Mi a proposed renewal of 
the half - mill levy for the flood wall; a new 
2-mill levy for the fire protection system, and 
a new five - mill levy for the schools.

TO SAY that President Johnson Is to­ 
day exceeding his authority in Vietnam is to 
disregard the Tonkin Gulf resolution passed by 
Congress in 1964, which authorized the P resi­ 
dent “ to take all necessary measures to repel 
any armed attack against the forces of the 
United States and to prevent further aggres­ 
sion” in Southeast Asia. 
It bas been argued that Congress didn’t in­ 
tend to authorize large-scale operations by U.S. 
military forces in Vietnam. 
If this is true, both houses can at any mo­ 
ment pass a resolution repealing their previous 
action or reaffirming it. 
President Johnson has repeatedly pointed thi« 
out Congress, moreover, in the last few years 
has passed manv bills appropriating billions of 
dollars for thp Vietnam War Not a single ex­ 
penditure could have been made without au­ 
thorization by a maioritv of the members of 
both the Senate and House. 
Tt only confuses people when members of 
Congress ignore the words of the Constitution 
and talk about the Vietnam war as an alleged­ 
ly unconstitutional operation.
